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NO DANGER OF
LOSING HIGHWAY

Chardon-Alliance Road Still in Al
Until 1921 Legislature Makes
Appropriation

It has been sald that Chadron was
in grave danger of losing the federal
road between here and Alliance,
says the Chadron Journal. This is
designated by the government as
Project 76-A, and is called the Chad-
ron-Alllance road. In order to sget at
rest the many rumors and cross
opintons regarding the progress of
this road, tie matter was taken up
by the Community elub and the state
department, and the following an-
awer recelved:

“I am in receipt of your favor of
the 10th Inst., relative to Project
T6-A. In order to set you stralght
in this matter, I believe it advisable
to take up the various steps in the
project from the beginning until the
contract ig awarded.

“In the first place, a preliminary
survey Is made of the proposed road
and plang are drawn. These plans
are then taken up by the federal en-
gineer in company with a represen-
tative from our office and one from
tae county office and a field inspec-
tion is made of the road and plans
completed with actual conditions as
found on this inspection. Various re-
visions are made in regard to align-
ment, grades and drainage structures
after which plans are returned to
this office, corrected and an estimate
of the cost I8 made, This Is sub-
mitted to the federal government
with the request that they sot aside
for us one-half of the expense. As
soon as the plans are approved, a
contract is drawn up between the
government and the state department
wiich we call a Project Agreement,
which then gets aside a cetrai
amount of federal money which ecan-
not be used on any other project.

““This I8 the condition of affairs
now on Project T6-A, The govern-
ment has appropriated their money
and it is not In any Jeopardy on ac-
count of expiration of time, ete, It
will remain in the treasury of the
United Btates until such time as
vouchers are made on the govern-
ment showing that actual consirue-
tion work aas commenced, What is
lacking now is the state’s half of the
money. As soon as the legislature
appropriate their share on this road,
the contract will be let, Yours truly,

The Chadron-Alliance road con-
tains 14.5 miles in Dawes county on
which federal aid will be recoived,
it is to be a digt road, the project
statement is approved by the gov-
ernment, the plans are also approv-
ed, but it 18 still to be advertisud.
The total appropriation for Dawes
county is $107,197.58 of which not
a cent 'aas been expended, according
to the last monthly report of the de-
partment of public works.

This report calls attention to the
fact that this appropriation is made
from the 1920 levy, which will not
be collected until this fall and the
spring of 1021.

Although it looks like mnothing
would be done on the road tais year,
the money will be avaiable for ule
in 1921, and what is far better, the
Chadron-Alliance road will not be
lost.
